Red Attack 
Hits U.S. 
Artillery 
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SAIGON (AP) - Nearly 1,000 
North V i e t n a m e s e troops, 
armed with flame-throwers and 
rocket-propelled 
grenades, 
at­ 
tacked an 'Am erican artillery 
base in the central highlands of 
South Vietnam today. 
The attack touched off the 
heaviest fighting on that critical 
front in four months. 
The U.S. military command 
said 
121 
enemy soldiers had 
been killed so far in the battle.

immediately disclosed. 
Near 
Saigon, 
allied 
forces 
pushed through rice paddies and 
hedgerows pursuing a battered 
Viet Cong force that broke off a 
sharp 24-hour battle shortly be­ 
fore dawn. The Viet Cong death 
toll was put at 284. 
The U.S. Command said 10 
U.S. soldiers were killed and 71 
wounded in the fighting. South 
Vietnamese casualties were de­ 
scribed as light. 
The attack in the central high­ 
lands was launched under the 
cover of darkness by two or 
three North Vietnamese batta­ 
lions against an artillery sup­ 
port base of the U.S. 4th Infan­ 
try Division 19 miles west of 
Kontum City.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 
battleship 
USS 
New 
Jersey 
sailed into the Delaware River 
at dawn today in the second 
stage of a comeback that will 
eventually take it to duty off 
Vietnam. 


Six tugboats eased the 45,000- 
ton battleship into the river and 
led it downstream toward the 
Atlantic, where it will proceed 
under its own steam for three 
days of sea trials. 


The 
battlewagon—nearly 
as 
long as three football fields — 
has been in the mothball fleet 
for more than 10 years. 
After the trials, the New Jer­ 
sey will steam back to Philadel­ 
phia where she will be recom­ 
missioned April 6. Then the bat­ 
tleship will put out to sea again 
to test fire her nine 16-inch 
guns. 


The New Jersey will proceed 
to the Gulf of Tonkin, probably 
in early fall, where she will go 
on station to hurl 2,700-pond pro­ 
jectiles 
at 
North 
Vietnam’s 
coastal cities and defenses. 
The Navy believes the New 
Jersey’s destructive guns will 
help ease the burgeoning loss in 
men and aircraft in bombing 
missions over North Vietnam. 
That was the main argument of 
Navy biass who campaigned for 
the recommessioning.

Rafferty Depending on Vivid Oratory

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Dr. 
Max Rafferty, who has mowed 
down opponents with his flam­ 
boyant debating style, is hoping 
his uninhibited oratory and con­ 
servative views will give him a 
seat in the U.S. Senate. 


The 
slate superintendent of 
public instruction is challenging 
U.S. Sen. Thomas H. Kuchel for 
the Republican nomination. He 
is attacking with all the feroci­ 
ty he has shown in two success­ 
ful campaigns for his present 
job and in countless battles with 
foes in education and politics. 
At 51, Rafferty is a short, 
serious man who looks more at 
home behind a school adminis­ 
trator’s desk than on a politi­ 
cal platform. But when he starts 
to talk, there’s no doubt he is 
a born political fighter who can 
make an audience stand up and 
applaud. 
Many Masks 
A sample of his style: "To­ 
day, the hydra-headed enemy! 
wears different disguises; 
the 
sick mask of obscenity; the wild 
and raving false face of drug 
addiction; 
the sullen mask of 
subversion; the devilish domino 
of lawlessness.” 
In his colorful way, here’s 
how he describes what America! 
is facing tcc* y: "far more than! 
the politica. 'uture of one or a 
hundred men, this is what the 
1958 election year really means: ! 
restoration or rottenness; life or 
death; survival or eventual de­ 
struction of the great republic 
itself.” 
Californians first got a taste 
of Rafferty’s style when he ran 
for the school chief’s job in 19- 
62. 
His opponent, 
Dr. 
Ralph 
Richardson of Los Angeles, agre­ 
ed to a series of debates up and 
down the state. 
Rafferty won the election and 
political observers said the de­ 
bates helped him do it. Now, he 
has challenged Kuchel to sever­ 
al debates, but the senator has 
declined.

Rafferty is a graduate of the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles and was given a doc­ 
torate in education from the 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia. 


He was a school superinten­ 
dent in Needles and La Canada 
before winning the state job.!

tive, his writings and speeches 
critical of modem educational 
philosophy attracted wide at­ 
tention.

MAX RAFFERTY 
Opinion of Americans 
Sought in Thais Poll

BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - 
Thailand’s 
National 
Research 
Council has been commissioned 
to carry out a survey to find out 
what Thais think of Americans. 
T h e 
government-sponsored 
survey follows several recent 
outbursts of anti-Americanism, 
brought about by the buildup of 
American troops in Thailand. 
They now number some 45,000. 
Thais, normally an urbane, 
polite people who rarely say 
what they think, have begun to 
be more outspoken about the 
Americans. 
Easy Living 
The first thing that shocks 
them is that many Thai girls 
turn to prostitution as a way of 
earning an easy living from the 
free-spending Americans. 
In the town of Tahkli it is esti 
mated 
there are 1,000 prosti­ 
tutes registered with an Ameri­ 
can doctor and probably 1,000 
more who are not registered. 
This is about 10 per cent of the 
town’s population. 
The figure for all Thailand, in- 


I eluding 
the towns that have 
sprung up around the six big 
airbases used to bomb North 
Vietnam and Laos, may run to 
70,000. 


Illegitimate Children 
The troops and the girls have 
led to the problem of illegiti­ 
mate 
children 
fathered 
by 
American servicemen. This is 
not a major social problem, but 
the Thais have expressed con­ 
cern about the welfare of the GI 
babies and their mothers. 
Thais are both fascinated and 
repulsed by Americans. 
They envy them their post ex­ 
change, tax-free cars and mod­ 
ern 
household 
gadgets 
which 
most Thais will never be able to 
afford. This leads to wholesale 
thieving from American homes 
in Bangkok. 
Liquor and cigarettes brought 
in for tax-free sales to U.S. per­ 
sonnel are stolen in huge quanti­ 
ties. 
Thais are repulsed by Ameri­ 
cans kissing and cuddling girls 
in public, and newspapers fre­ 
quently condemn the practice.

It is very possible that your 
wife is ignorant of the meth­ 
ods and techniques available 
because she has never had an 
opportunity to learn them. 
An easy and practical solu­ 
tion for this is to supply her 
with the information by either 
giving her books and pamph­ 
lets available in any large 
book store, or by sending her 
to a course at a local school. 


I THINK e v e r y mother 
should have a cousre in first 
aid. The knowledge of what 
to do in an emergency can 
mean the difference between 
life and death.

LETS ASK THE COOK 
by Nan Wiley 


Dear Readers: 
Last week, when I started 
to help L.V.H. with pertinent 
pointers on turning out a good 
cake, it turned out to be more 
than one column could handle, 
so here is more. 
When it came to flour sifting 
I mentioned at least a double 
sifting before measuring. If 
you will use paper plates for 
this you will save yourself 
some bowl cleaning. You can 
then bend the plate into a “V” 
to pour into the measuring 
cup, then reuse the plates an­ 
other time. 
Whenever a cake turns out 
streaky it is usually because 
the flour has picked up moist­ 
ure somewhere along the way. 
If you suspicion this, spread it 
out in a shallow pan and dry 
it in about a 200 degree oven 
for a few minutes but be care­ 
ful not to scorch. 
One other flour point. A 
cake made with all-purpose 
flour may take longer to bake 
than one made with cake 
flour. 
Need I remind you about 
right siie pans, an oven pre­ 
heated 15 minutes ahead of 
time, a c c u r a t e measure­ 
ments? If your recipe calls for 
an 8 inch pan then that’s what 
you use, not a 9 inch one un­ 
less you want thin, overdone 
layers. 
Whether you make 
your cake from a mix or 
scratch it pays to invest in 
good pans. After all, once you 
own them you don’t have to 
feed them or pay rent on 
them. 
With metal pans, your cake 
will turn out better if they are 
kept shining. I like the kind 
with a removable bottom, or 
the kind with a little lever at-

tached to the inside of the pan 
(a handle sticks outside the 
rim) so you can whisk it 
around the cake layer for fool­ 
proof removal once the cake 
has cooled. 


With the regulation kind you 
will sometimes get a balky 
layer that refuses to budge 
no matter how well the pan 
has been greased at the start. 
When that happens just wring 
a cloth out in hot water and 
set the pan on it for a minute 
or two. 


Remember, if you use glass 
well—then lower the tempera­ 
ture called for in your recipe 
by 25 degrees. 


If you will coo! your cakes 
on racks you will go a long 
way toward avoiding soggi­ 
ness. 


With cake mixes, just mind 
what the directions tell you! 
They get better every day. 
Yet I am impressed by the 
number of women who are 
still creative enough to want 
to make their own. My “cake 
file” is the fattest one of all, 
especially when it comes to 
tracking down old family fav­ 
orites. 
Please, if someone in your 
kinship turns out an elegant 
cake with a special knack, get 
the recipe and know-how right 
now before it is too late. So 
often I hear “Now that Auntie 
is not with us anymore—”

Local Political Leaders Say Kennedy Impact Major

That the entry of Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy, New York Demo­ 
crat, into the Dem ocratic pres­ 
idential race will have a major 
im pact is agreed among politi­ 
cal leaders in Pomona Valley. 
But 
just 
what 
that 
impact 
m ay be depends on their politi­ 
cal orientation. 
Republicans think it will help 
them , supporters of Sen. 
Eu­ 
gene 
McCarthy 
of 
Minnesota 
are generally put out with Ken­ 
nedy but hopeful that he will 
strengthen the anti-Vietnam War 
sentim ent, 
and 
supporters 
of 
President Johnson see the Ken­ 
nedy candidacy as divisive to * 
the party. 
Fred Werner Neal of Clare­ 
mont, Dem ocratic candidate for 
Congress 
and 
a 
supporter of 
McCarthy, 
sees 
the 
Kennedy 
entry as a “ great thing” 
for 
those who, with McCarthy, want 
to get a change of policies on 


the war and related dom estic 
problems, 
“On 
a 
nationwide 
basis 
I 
think we're all overjoyed with 
the Kennedy candidacy because 
it gives enormous strength to 
'this m ove,” Neal said. 


“ In 
California, 
however, 
it 
creates a real problem because 
a large body of people are quite 
com m itted 
to 
the 
McCarthy 
candidacy. 
The 
main 
thing 
now 
is 
to 
be 
sure 
the 
two 
groups 
don’t 
kill 
each 
other 
off.” 


Neal thinks that won’t happen 
because “what we really want 
is the strongest candidate.” But 
he thinks the Kennedy group 
must be willing to collaborate 
and the McCarthy people must 
recognize that the enem y is not 
Kennedy but Johnson. 


He will stay with McCarthy 
as long as he is in the race, 
and so will other McCarthy sup­ 
porters, Neal thinks. He anti­ 
cipates withdrawal of one or the 


other before the prim ary, if one 
em erges 
as 
undboutedly 
the 
stronger of the two. 
Neal 
t h i n k s 
Dem ocratic 
chances of winning in Novem ­ 
ber are “enorm ously enhanced” 
by Kennedy’s entry into the pri­ 
m ary, because it m akes the ex­ 
tent of opposition 
to Johnosn 
apparent. 
Dr. 
George 
C. 
S. 
Benson, 
president 
of 
Claremont 
M en’s 
College and a leading Republi­ 
can, says that “ Kennedy’s com ­ 
ing 
in 
obviously strengthened 
the opposition to Johnson, but 
I still think the incumbent Pre­ 
sident has trem endous advant­ 
a g es.” 
“ I would suspect that Presi­ 
dent Johnson would still be re­ 
nom inated,” he said. 
“ Gov. Rockefeller pulling out 
(of 
the 
Republican 
prim ary) 
m akes Nixon’s chance of being 
nom inated clearly much great­ 
e r ,” he said. 
“ I think Kennedy coining in 
probably increases the chance 


of a Republican victory in the 
N ovem ber election. I had been 
bearish about Republican chan­ 
ces of victory, and I still don ’t 
think they are too high. If there 
is 
a 
real 
split 
in the 
Demo­ 
cratic party, then the Republi­ 
cans m ay gain. 
“ However, I'm 
rem em bering 
that 
the 
Dem ocrats 
have 
re­ 
m arkable ability to forget their 
differences 
and 
support 
their 
candidate after he is nominat­ 
ed ,” he said. 
Jay 
Rodriguez 
of 
Pomona, 
chairm an of the 49th Assem bly 
D istrict delegation of the Los 
Angeles Country Central Com­ 
m ittee, is a Kennedy backer. He 
also has been associated with 
A ssem bly Speaker Jes^e Unruh. 
He says the “ phone has not 
stopped ringing” since just be­ 
fore Kennedy entered the race. 
“ It generates a lot of excite­ 
m ent for the election,” Rodri­ 
guez said. He thinks Kennedy 
will get more McCarthy people 
than 
Johnson 
supporters 
but 


adds, “we are getting a lot of 
volunteers from all over, most 
of them Kennedy people from 
the 1960 cam paign.” 
“ If Kennedy gains the sup­ 
port that he’s apparently get­ 
ting in California, he would get 
the nomination, especially if he 
and McCarthy join forces, say, 
by the end of April,” Rodriguez 
predicted. 
“ But if they divide their sup­ 
port, then I think that Johnson 
will 
win 
tv,” 
And 
he 
thinks 
Johnson could win in Novem ­ 
ber. 
He sees the prim ary as the 
only chance to discuss a lot of 
things in the cam paign “ that I 
don’t think will be discussed be­ 
tween Nixon and Johnson.” 
Mrs. C l a i r e Kelley of Po­ 
mona. cochairm an for the Dem­ 
ocratic State Central 
Commit­ 
tee 
in 
the 
24th Congressional 
District, 
is 
backing 
President 
Johnson. 
She sees Kennedy's entry into 
the prim ary as splitting the par­ 


ty, and the youth who support 
him as “ not being the ones who 
go to the polls to vote.” 
“ Should Kennedy get the nom­ 
ination. 
I see a great chance 
it would enhance N ixon’s chan­ 
ces of being elected ,” she said. 
Johnson supporters feel “ kind­ 
ly ” toward McCarthy, she said, 
but are “ very vehem ent against 
K ennedy.” 
Student view s cam e from Po­ 
mona 
College 
students 
Rick 
M arcus, student body president 
and 
McCarthy supporter, 
and 
Bob Loewen, president of the 
California College Republicans. 
M arcus 
says 
he can’t help 
feeling upset with Kennedy “ for 
the m anner in which he ¡s going 
about entering the race.” 
He is for McCarthy, although 
he w ishes he w ere "less mod­ 
erate and clearer on a number 
of issues than he has been.” 
“ I 
expect that the coalition 
which 
is gradually developing 
between 
McCarthy 
and 
Ken­ 
nedy will end up as a Kennedy 


m ovem ent because he Is m ore 
politically potent, and that such 
a coalition would stand a very 
good chance of unseating John­ 
son on the second or third bal­ 
lot” at the convention. 
He doesn’t see an agreem ent 
between McCarthy and Kennedy 
before the California prim ary. 
Marcus said there is not much 
enthusiasm for the war in Viet­ 
nam am ong students. He esti­ 
mated that perhaps as m any as 
80 per cent would favor either 
M cCarthy or Kennedy for this 
reason. 
Andy Reim an, form er editor 
of the Student Life and now co­ 
publisher 
of 
the 
Claremont 
Spectator, an off-cam pus publi­ 
cation, adds that most of those 
who have been politically ac­ 
tive on cam pus are staying with 
McCarthy. 
Loewen, 
a 
Republican, says 
he would support “any Repub­ 
lican, from Rockefeller through 
Reagan” to oust President John-

CHP Checking 
Valley Autos 


Chances that you will have to go through a Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol exam ination of your car are 
getting better and better, or worse and worse, de­ 
pending on how you look at it. 
There are 50 team s of highway patrolmen work­ 
ing such road blocks throughout the state. One is 
set up daily in the Pomona Valley area. 
You are likely to com e cm one all of a sudden and 
it’s too late to avoid passing through. The “ point 
m an” w aves you into line and then other officers go 
over your car, looking for m echanical faults. 
But highway patrolmen aren't looking just lor 
m echanical defects. They have arrested a few drunk­ 
en driving suspects and som e others for having open 
containers of alcoholic drinks in their car. 
The driver has no choice about running the CHP 
gauntlet. Once the point man w aves you in, you’ve 
got to go A section of the California vehicle code, 
sim ilar to one which requires trucks to stop at weigh 
stations, requires m otorists to subm it to exam ina­ 
tion of their cars when told to do so. 
A CHP spokesm an said that som e drivers even 
volunteer to go through the lane. He said, however, 
that if going through would m ake you late for som e­ 
thing important you might not be forced to. It’s up 
to the officer. 
But avoiding the lane might prove difficult m 
actual practice. The CHP claim s it takes only one 
minute to pass through and there is a m axim um of 
five m inutes spent awaiting your turn. 
If you find yourself in one of these lanes the 
patrolman will check for faulty head and tail lights, 
license plate lights, brake lights, horn, leaky radia­ 
tor hoses, poor tires, turn lights and other possible 
malfunctioning item s. He’ll also check your vehicle 
registration and your driver’s license. 
You will be given a ticket for anything the patrol 
finds not working properly or not according to the 
vehicle code. But you won’t be fined if you have the 
defects corrected at an authorized station and have 
the correction okayed by the CHP within a given 
length of tim e.

— After seven 
months of frustration and strife, 
the Glendora School Board in­ 
structed its high school Monday 
night to return to its former 
“ traditional” system of teach­ 
ing. 


The school board, at the sam e 
tim e, relegated its modular sys­ 
tem —a 
flexible 
teaching 
pro­ 
gram 
based on 
com puterized 
class periods—to the role of a 
pilot program , at least for the 
tim e being. 


The decision was unanimous 
and followed a 3! .-hour hearing 
at the Sandburg Junior H i g h 
School, attended by nearly 450 
parents, educators and students. 
The hearing ended with a mo­ 
tion by trustee Jack Copeland 
that Glendora High School re­ 
turn to a “ m o r e traditional 
scheduling with som e room for 
flexibility for those students who 
show they can handle it.” 
Students for flexible schedul­ 
ing would be selected by the 
teaching staff “ with the approv­ 
al of parents.” 
Copeland said requirement of 
parental approval probably will 
limit the 
number of students 
in the modular program to only 
a sm all portion of the school 
enrollm ent. 
But Dist, Supt 
Jam es Slezak 
warned the board that unless 
at least 40 per cent of the stu­ 
dents took flexible scheduling, 
the program would be too cost­ 
ly to operate. 
T h e board 
then 
authorized 
Principal 
Leonard 
Dalton 
to 
work out a program as to how 
m a n y students would be in­ 
cluded 
in the module system 
and report back to the trustees 
next month. 
In voting to return to the tra­ 
ditional system which is divided 
into the 
u s u a l 
seven-period 
school day instead 
of the 20 
periods introduced last fail, the 
school 
board 
turned 
down 
a 
recom m endation by Slezak for 
m odification of the present flex­ 
ible system .

Slezak had recom m ended the 
introducuon of a “ th ree-tra ck 
sy stem ” providing unstructured 
free tim e for students who v/ere 
willing to use it for enrichm ent, 
no unstructured 
time for stu­ 
dents who could not com* with 
it, and som e 
supervision and 
som e free tim e for those who 
w ere in the middle. 
T h e 
superintendent 
h a d 
adopted as his recom m endation 
the m inority report of a citi­ 
zen’s 
s t u d y com m ittee 
last 
w eek, 
which 
had 
recognized 
that there were m any problem s 
in the Glendora educational pro­ 
gram , 
but m aintained that 
it 
would not be in the best inter­ 
est of the district to discard the 
module system and return 
to 
the more convent axial type of 
classroom teaching, 
“ We ail want control of the 
students,” he declared, “ and we 
don’t w ant to repeat what hap­ 
pened this y e a r . But at the 
sam e tim e, we don’t want to 
give up all 
the advances we 
have m ade so far.” 


What happened this year w is 
enough 
to 
cause 
one 
of 
the 
deepest 
splits this com m unity 
has ever experienced. 
The 
adm inistration 
now 
ad­ 
m its that it faded last year to 
acquaint teachers, students and 


parents sufficiently with details 
of the modular program, so that 
confusion 
resulted 
f r o m 
the 
start. 
Then the Citrus College com ­ 
puter. which 
was to keep the 
high school up to date on cler­ 
ical 
and 
classroom 
records, 
went haywire and left the atten­ 
dance records and report cards 
in a state of confusion. 
It took 
nearly three months to straight­ 
en that out. 
Then, 
according 
to 
Dalton, 
many students who found them ­ 
selves with a great deal of extra 


time used the tim e to the detri­ 
ment of their education, rather 
than for enrichm ent as antici­ 
pated.

Curious Turns of 
Political Fortunes 


The 196,8 presidential race gets curiouser and 
curiouser. 
Who would have been so tx»ld as to prognosticate 
a few months ago that ere the snows had left New 
Hampshire’s mountains. Richard Nixon, the man all 
the pollsters agree is the one man President Johnson 
could most easily beat, would have the GOP banner 
all but tucked in his pocket save for the formalitv of 
nomination? 
Who would have been so foolish as to predict that 
a white knight named McCarthy and a not quite so 
shining one named Kennedy would openly challenge 
the President and, in the trial tilts, at least, seriously 
threaten to unseat the champion? 
Yet all this has come to pass, and because it 
has, it would now take a rash man to sav no more 
surprises are left. 
Other men before Nixon have gone Into their 
party’s convention as certain winners, onh to have 
the nomination denied them. Paradoxically, Nelson 
Rockefeller's latest, final, definite withdrawal from 
< andidaey, bv placing him above the mean scramble 
foi delegates, may actualty enhance the possibility 
of his being drafted should liberal opposition to Nixon 
tie up the Republican convention in Miami. 
Other presidents before Johnson have been chal­ 
lenged within their own party, but none as strong or 
as politically resourceful as he has ever been refused 
endorsement for a second term if he wanted it. Those 
who hope to snatch that endorsement from him are 
in lor a hot week in Chicago when the Democrats 
meet. 
Other imponderables enter in—progress, or the 
lack of it, in the war in Vietnam; the dollar-tax- 
balanee of payments situation; the mood of the Negro 
population. A new crisis—or the absence of a crisis— 
m any of these areas could dramatically alter the 
political odds between now and summer and between 
then and November. 
Onr thing can be said “The Making of the Presi- 
dent. 1968,” when it is written, will make exceedingly 
interesting reading.

We do not 
know the enemy losses there 
to date, but if they are not 
less 
than 
the

average, their casualty rate is 
eight times that of our own 


forces, about 4.000 Reds killed 
in action a week to 500 Ameri­ 
cans. The Communists have 
been trench-digging for sever­ 
al months, on the model of 
Dien Bien Phu, and are run­ 
ning out of the cover of bad 
weather. As the monsoon va­ 
pors lift, American firepower 
will 
become more effective 
still. 
The firepower is both ground 
and air. The Army armor and 
artillery has b e e n afforded 
time to move 
into position 
where it can lay down mur­ 
derous barrages. In the north­ 
ern areas of South Vietnam, 
overrun by invasion, we have 
been relieved of any obligation 
to ask permission of the vil­ 
lage chief before saturating an 
area w i t h high explosives. 
Most of the civilian population 
is 
in 
refugee 
camps. 
The 
chance of the enemy’s being 
warned is almost nil. Tons of 
flaming, flying iron, aimed by 
precision and proximity de­ 
vices, find out the Communist 
units as soon as they make 
their position known by act­ 
ion. The Pentagon withholds 
line-battle artillery figures and 
will only say that the array 
of guns at Fort Carroll and 
the rock pile is “vast.” 


A I r bombardment Is rela­ 
tively inaccurate an extrava­ 
gant, but any Red attack large 
e n o u g h to take Khe Sanh 
would become the kind of area 
target that the aviation stra­ 
tegists in three services have 
been hoping for. Since Janu­ 
ary 29, when it was thought 
the Tet offensive against the 
cities meant the storming of 
Khe Sanh, our B-52's have 
made 2,000 sorties within a 10- 


mile radius of that stronghold. 
Khe Sanh is said to be in­ 
land, but it is only 100 miles 
from the Tonkin Gulf coast 
and 
from 
Navy 
airpower. 
We have three carriers in the 
Gulf: the 
Kitty 
Hawk, 
the 
Ranger and the Bon Hoome 
Richard. Each has approxi­ 
mately 100 fighter - bombers, 
the best of which, the A-6’s, 
have nighttime and all-weather 
capability, and can 
remain 
over the target vicinity for a 
full 
hour without 
refueling. 
The Navy has been support­ 
ing I Corps Area with as much 
as 200 sorties (individual mis­ 
sions) per days, which would 
be concentrated on the Khe 
Sanh besiegers when the main 
battle joins. 


The Marines have air bases 
in South Vietnam at Da Nang 
and Chulai within close-sup­ 
porting attacking distance of 
Khe Sanh, and have several 
squadrons of A-4’s, A-6’s, F-4’s, 
and F-6’s. The dug-in Marine 
infantrymen have TPQ-10 ra­ 
dar for directing strikes. Even 
in monsoon weather, we have 
been mounting 17.000 tactical 
sorties a day against the Red 
invaders, and this could be 
increased until we could near­ 
ly lay on one-plane-one-Ccm- 
munist. 
The advantages with the 
North 
Vietnamese are that 
they have a more congenial 
terrain, do not mind expend­ 
ing lives and may spring a 
few Mig interceptors as a sur­ 
prise. 
But the DD’s who believe 
that Khe Sanh will prove an­ 
other Dien Bien Phy are go­ 
ing to be confounded, as they 
richly deserve. 


Spot checks in several Mid­ 
dle East cities, travel in Pakis­ 
tan, Laos and Thailand and 
talks with Indians, Japanese 
and trade representatives from 
the half dozen other countries 
operating in this part of the 
world make it clear the dollar 
problem is much more than a 
run on gold. 
The fact is the United States 
is being undersold on the world 
markets because U. S, prod­ 
ucts are too high in price, be­ 
cause foreign companies and 
their 
salesmen 
are 
more 
adaptable in what they will 
give in meeting customer re­ 
quirements and because in 
many cases U. S. products are 
tar too sophisticated, consider­ 
ing the local level of economic 
development and education. 
If one reads the statistics, 
U. S. exports are doing quite 
well. We export more than we 
import. But when one adds in 
foreign aid, the cost of the Viet­ 
nam war and other military 
commitments and other for­ 
eign 
exchange 
“invisibles,” 
then it is clear the United 
States must either cut back its 
role in the world considerably, 
export a great deal more or 
lower the standard of living of 
its people. 
The remedies the U. S. gov­ 
ernment has so far proposed 
are not enough. 


Talks with U. S. business­ 
men 
with 
wide experience 
abroad make it clear that if 
we are to maintain our high 
wages and living standards, 
U. S. industry must automate 
and computerize operations at 
a rate much greater and on a 
wider scale than in the past. 
Certain sections of American 
business have revolutionized 
their business practices in the 
past few years. Much of U. S. 
industry has computerized op­ 
erations at a much more rapid 
late than in Britain or Europe. 
Bui that’s not the point. So 
long as the U. S. government 
carries a much heavier aid- 
military burden than our com­ 
petitors and maintains a high­ 
er standard of living, we must 
make up for these costs by an 
extensive overhaul of our in­ 
dustry. 


The new equipment is avail­ 


able, in production or on the 
drawing boards, which could 
revolutionize operations and 
cut costs sharply in wide sec­ 
tions of American manufactur­ 
ing and commerce. 


Electronic 
computers 
are 
now available to operate the 
machinery, adjust the output to 
orders, compute the amount 
of stocks needed, reorder sup­ 
plies, survey the future m ar­ 
kets, keep books and payrolls 
and perform many of the rou­ 
tine management decisions in 
wide areas of American in­ 
dustry now operating partial­ 
ly or wholly by precomputer 
methods. 
Management as well as blue 
collar costs could be cut sharp­ 
ly. The production of waste or 
faulty materials, which must 
be scrapped and thus add to 
costs, could be cut dram atical­ 
ly. A wider variety of products 
would be possible. The widen­ 
ing of markets should prevent 
an increase in unemployment. 
For the most part, the com­ 
puter concepts are not just 
laboratory ideas. Many com­ 
panies are using some of these 
concepts already. Some com­ 
panies have adopted almost all 
of the newer techniques which 
have so far proven out. Some 
firms, in fact, have overcom­ 
puterized before they knew 
what they were doing, and 
have lost efficiency in the 
process. 


But a sizable section of U.S. 
industry has not adanced at 
the rate necessary to compete 
successfully with foreign firms 
in wide areas of the world. 
One example will illustrate 
the point. A Japanese manu­ 
facturer this reporter knows 
well said he had been offered 
a chance to buy a large U.S. 
textile firm at an attractive 
price. But he found the effici­ 
ency of operations so low he 
didn’t consider the investment 
worth-while. 
Tax advantages are granted 
for 
modernization. 
Perhaps 
these 
should 
be 
increased. 
Perhaps other incentives are 
needed. But something must 
be done. The run on gold is not 
the basic problem; the ability 
to compete is at the root of 
our current crisis.

^ hile President Johnson con 
tinues to refrain from detail 
ed comment on the report of 
his riot commission, Vice Pre­ 
sident Hubert H. Humphrey is 
emerging as the prime admin­ 
istration critic of the group’s 
recommendations. 
Johnson, u n d e r heavy at­ 
tack from political opponents 
such as Sens. Eugene J. Mc­ 
Carthy and Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy for not speaking out in 
favor of the commission’s pro* 
posait, had another chance at 
a news conference last Fri­ 
day. As before, he remained 
largely noncommittal. 
Noting that he thought it 
was “a very good commis- 
Sion,” the President told re­ 
porters that “ a good many of 
the things they recommended 
we had already decided on.” 


‘‘We don’t agree with every­ 
thing in this report and they 
don’t agree with everything 
we are doing,” Johnson said, 
adding that “ there is a gen­ 
eral ‘simpatico’ of views” be­ 
tween 
his 
cabinet and 
the 
com mission. 
But Humphrey said the re­ 
port’s conclusion that “our na­ 
tion is moving toward two so­ 
cieties,” one white, one black, 
is “ open to some challenge.” 


rousing speech Sunday night.

battle in the semis. 
“ I’d say Dickie won the first round and the second round 
was even. But he Just ran out of steam in that last round,” In­ 
grao explained. 
Dickie's next stop? “ We’re going to the AAU national meet 
In Oakland in a couple of months. Then it’s the Olympic trials in 
Toledo in September and, after that, hopefully, it's Mexico City 
for the Olympics,” Ingrao disclosed. “ He’ll probably turn pro 
sometime later in the fall. The way this kid fights there’s no 
sense holding him back.” 
Incidentally, the Los Angeles team fell a point short in the 
team scoring — but it was no fault of the little guys. 
The first night of the tourney was exclusively for the light­ 
weights and the feathers.
